Iris much to be feared,that as we turn the ſanduary of life into the ſhambles 
of death : ſo God may ſend a {amine after ſuch a ſatie!y, and peſtilexce after 
famine.Or rather,that our Land, which hath been fo long ſich of this diſeaſe, 
and ſo often ſurfeted of this fin,ſhould ſpue 115 all out who are the Inhabitants. 

Nor need it ſeem incredible, that common drunkards ſhould drink thus : 
for rhey can diſgorge themſelves at pleaſure, by only putting their finger rs 
their throat ; and they will vomiras if they were ſo many live #hales ſpuing 
up the Ocean : which done, they can drink afreſh.

2 Theſ.3.10. becaufe he robs the Common=wealth 
ef that which is altogether as proficable as ad, or treaſiere, Bur Drunkards 
are not only [azic get=0things, bur they are alſo r10to4s ſpend-alls ; and yet 
theſe d7unher drones, theſe gut-mongers, theſe Yuagmiriſts, like vagrants and 
wermine,do nothing all their life-long, that may tend to any goodzas is ſtoried 
of Margites,and yer devour more of the fat of the Land, than worid plenti- 
fully maintain thoſe miY:o7s of poor in the Nation that arc readv to famifh, 
A thing nor kit ro be ſuffered in any Chriſtiaz Commor-wealth : 1/4, fas fitter | 
they were ſtowed to death, as by the Law of God they ought, Deut,21.2 0,21, 
fince this might bring them to repentance ; whereas now they ſpend there days 

i mirth, and ſuddenly they go down into hell, Job 31.13. Drunkards being 
thoſe ſwine whom the leg7on carries headlong into the Sea, or pit of perdztion

at the Ale=\ouſe,except all his money be ſpenc, and then if his wife will ferch 
him home with a /arthorn, and his men with a barrow, he comes vvirh 5

That the pot is no ſooner from their 1:ps, bur they are melaneholy,and theis 
hearts as heavy, as if a mil{toze lay upon it. Or rather they are vexed like 
$::l,with an ec i ſpirit,which nothing will drive away bur di2b and Tobacco. 
They ſo wound their conſciences with all kind of prodigious wickedneſs, and 
ſo exceedingly provoke God, that they are rackt in conſcience, and tortured 
with the very flaſhes of bell-fire, That they drink to the end on! y, that they 
may forget God,his threats & judgments;that- they may drown co2/cience,and 
pur off all thoughts of death and bell ; and to hearten and barden themſilves 
againſt all the meſſages of Godzand threats of the I aw : which is no other in 
mitigating the pangs of conſcience, than as a ſaddle of zold re a galled-horſe, 
or a draught of 0:/0# to Quench a mans !hirſ#. That if they might have their 
wills, none ſhould refuſe ro be drunk 1/p14 mſhed, or be drunk u2:ewarded ar 
the common charge.As how will they boaſt whar they drank, and how many 
they conquered at ſuch a meeting, making ir their only glory. Thar the ut- 
moſt of a Drunkards hozeſty is good-ſellowſhin : that 'emperance and ſobriety 
with them is nothing bur þmoy and-ſingu/atity 3 and that they drink not for 
ſtrength or aced, bur for Luft and pride ; ro ſhew how full of Sata they are, 
and how near to ſw1ize. 

That though theſe ſ[winiſh ſwill-bon ls make their gallet their god,and ſa- 
erifice more to cheir goz=velly,than thoſe Bibylo 12ars did to their cod Bel, Bel 
aid the Drago L9U -Z. yer they will ſay, yea ſwear, that they drink nor for love 
of drink ; though they love it above vc.lthwealthcred! t,cmild,wife, life,bea= 
vengſaluation,All. They no more care for wine, than Eſas did tor his pottage, 
for which he ſoid his birthrightgI/a. 56.12,

Whence Auſt:2 compares it to the very pit of hell,our of which (when a man 
is once fallen into) there is no hope of redemption. 

That Drunkenneſs is like ſome defperate plague, which knows no cure. As 
whar ſaies Baſ#/,Skall we ſpeak ro d1%ahards ? we had as good ſpeak to.liveleR 

ſtones,or ſenceleſs plants,or witleſs beaſts, asto them ; for they no more believe 
the threats of Gods Yord,than if ſome Impoſtor had ſpoken them. They will 
fear nothing, till they be in bel[-fire ; reſembling the Sedomites, who would 
take no warning, though they were all ſtruch blind ; bur perſiſted in their - 
coun ſc,untill they felt five and brimſtone abour their ears,Gen.19.11. '* |

That thouſands of theſe Labozriag men may be found in the very Siuburos 
ef this City,that d112h the very blood of their wives and children, who are near 
famiſhed, to ſatisfie the Drunkards throat,or gut,wherein they are worſe the 
Infidel:,or Caimbals, 1 Tim.5.8, who again.are juſtly mer withall : For as if 
God would pay them in their ow coyn, how often ſhall you ſee vermine ſucks 
ing the Druahards blood, as faſt as he the others.

ſhall reclaim him from his ev!! company ; bur 20t 070 of a thouſand, ſcarce one 
of te: thouſand that ever finds it fo, but rhe contrary. For ler Drunkards 
promiſe,yea,and p:rpoſe whar rhey will 3 Experience ſhews, that they mend as 
ſowre ale does 1: Summer; or as adead bedz,which the longer it ſtands is the 
rottencr. And how ſhould ir be other, when they cannot go the length of a 
ſtreet bur they muſt paſs by perhaps an hundred Ale-houſes, where they ſhall 
be called in.
